taken to avoid having the Voice II part too low for 
children’s voice ranges. 

These songs are a good way to introduce the 
delights of Mozart to the children and to the ears of 
the congregation. When sung by children’s voices 
these songs are certain to enlarge the favorite reper- 
toire of singer and listener alike.

ORGAN 


Voluntary in B’, by Samuel Wesley. Real- 
ized and edited by Francis Routh. Concor- 
dia Publishing House, 1984. 12 pages. $4.50.

Samuel Wesley (1766-1837), the son of Methodist 
Charles Wesley and father of Samuel Sebastian 
Wesley, was himself an outstanding composer, per- 
haps the greatest of the English classicists. Like 
Mozart, Wesley was an early admirer of Bach. His 
music shows that he had an excellent command of 


formal structures and fugal writing. 

Samuel Wesley should be of especial interest to 
organists because he was one of a mere handful of 
persons during the decades around 1800 who wrote 
significant music for the organ. 

Wesley’s Voluntary in B, written in 1829, is in 
three movements: Moderately Slow, Lively, and Fugue 
(Allegro). Musically, there are elements of both 
Mozart and Mendelssohn here; however, Wesley’s 
music, in typically British fashion, is more chro- 
matic than either. 

Editor Francis Routh has chosen to realize the 
work for organ with pedal and in the process has 
added some notes (in smaller type). He has also 
added suggested registrations. While these addi- 
tions in this reviewer's mind constitute an arrange- 
ment, the result is an impressive work of grand 
conception (such as Mozart’s Fantasies K594 and 
608, which are also normally performed in 
arranged versions). 

Useful for service or recital, and of moderate dif- 
ficulty, Samuel Wesley’s Voluntary in B» is highly 
recommended.
